It is therefore interesting to know- 
just how many centenarians reside in 
Ohio. 
Louis Ludlow, a special news 
correspondent from Washington to 
the Columbus Dispatch, submits the 
►following: 
“How many centenarians are I here 
in Ohio? 
“The United States census bureau 
answers this question tuday. It states 
;hat the census shows that there are 
63 persons in Ohio "who are IOO years 
Did or over. Of the 63 Ohio centon 
arians IO are men and 44 are women. 
In the matter of longevity Ohio wo­ 
men take precedence over the Buck­ 
eye men. There are 2248 persons in 
the state between the ages of 95 and 
94 inclusive, of whom 897 are men 
and 3351 are women. 
Between the 
ages of 95 and 99 inclusive there arc 
405 of whom 160 are men and 215 
are women. 
“Southern states 
generally 
have 
more old people than northern, which 
may be explained by the 
fact 
that 
southerners lead a 
comparatively 
?asy going life. Contrasting Georgia 
with Ohio shows a remarkable result. 
There are 453 people in Georgia who 
ire over IOO years old, or over sev- 
m times as many as in Ohio. Georgia 
has 3007 in the class between 90 and 
94 and 399 in class from 95 to 99. 
“Indiana has only 41 centenarians 
»nd Wisconsin 49."
